United States is ready to side­ 
track a Cambodian proposal for 
a 14-nation conference to try to 
bring peace to strife-torn Laos. 
The State Department has pre­ 
pared a reply thanking Cambodi­ 
an Prime Minister Norodom Si­ 
hanouk for his suggestion but stat­ 
ing that a large conference did 
not 
appear 
"feasible" 
at this 
time. 
The American reply will not 
definitely reject the proposal be­ 
cause the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion wants to leave the way open 
for the new Kennedy regime to 
accept such a suggestion at a 
later date if it wishes to do so. 
But Secretary of State Christian 
A. Herter and his top aides are 
devoting'their efforts during their 
last week in office to working 
with Britain and other Allies to 
try to get the three-nation Inter­ 
national Control Commission to at­ 
tempt to arrange a cease-fire in 
Laos.
